Suffering the most intense pain 


with 
toothache, 
Dr. Swartzlander 


whifTcd at a bottle of chloroform and 
then attempted to float a little into 
the cavity of tlic tooth. The result- 
ing burning from the drug caused him 
to choke and swallow a quantity of it 
which quickly produced unconscious- 
ness. Timely discovery of his condi- 
tion and desperate work on the part of 
his brother, l)v. F. B. Swartzlundcr 
and Dr. James K. Grolf saved his life. 


Father Cavanagh's accident was of 


a dillerent sort. He was about to 
take to visiting priests, Fathers Far- 
rell and McLaughlin, of Philadel- 
phia, out'driving and had just start- 
ed when part of tlic harness broke 
allowing the pole of the wagon to 
drop and causing tbe horses to be 
frightened. 
Pulling sharply on one 


of the lines, Father Cavanagh Jumped 
out, hoping to catch the head of one 
of the horses, but his foot struck a 
stone and both bones of his left leg 
were broken oft above the ankle, 
penetrated the flesh and ran into the 
dirt. It was feared at first that am- 
putation 'would be necessary, but it 
is now hoped to save the leg. 
Father 


McLaughlin jumped from tlie wagon 
and was dragged some distance, but 
escaped with a bad cut on the head. 
Fortunately for Father Farrell he had 
remained behind in the church for 
prayers. 


Speaking about automobiles recalls 


a conversation the (Jaxettc correspond- 
ent had with a local horse dealer as to 
whether the coming of automobiles 
into general use has interferred with 
the sale of horses. 


"Horses never sold for better prices 


or were more in demand," lie said. 
"It's probably due in a measure to 
the fact that not so many arc being 
raised and partly because European 
countries are willing to pay top prices 
for all of the best ones.''

ANTI-TKEATING LAW. 


Although nothing has been said in 


the papers about it, Senator Grim said 
last week that the anti-treating law 
passed the Legislature at the last ses- 
sion and is cow up to the Governor 
for his signature.

Under the anti-treating law a man 
who wanted a gloss of Deer could go 
in and get one and come out, none 
the worse for his slight indulgence. 
Whereas, under the present system a 
man who goes in for a 'beer' finds a 
company of friends, and, although he 
wants but one glass, drinks half a 
do?.en before he can get away grace- 
fully. We can very well emulate the 
Europeans in respect to our liquor 
laws, particularly in this respect In 
France, for instance, one of our towns- 
men highly insulted a foreigner, by 
attempting to pay for his drink." 
"It won't meet the conditions at 
ill," retorted an old stager.

Within a \ery short time work wil 


ha\e been started on tbe new $2.3,001 
armory the .State will build for Com 
pany G, (ith Itegt., N. G. P., on tin 
100xf:iO foot lot on tbe north side o 
Shew el I avenue, and when eomplctei 
it will probably be as handsome 
building as any tbe County Sea 
boosts. 


From plans and .specifications 


ccived this week by Capl. Abel Mae 
Reynolds II is learned that the build 
ing will he 117 feet deep and 57 fee 
wide, designed 
in English Gothic 


tlie exterior walls to be of red brick 
laid up in 
colored 
mortar, 
am 


trimmed with Green River limestoiu 
and granite. A two-story administra- 
tion building, 50x25 feet will occupy 
the front, with a drill ball 82x57 fee 
in the rear. Over the drill hall is i 
large ventilator, the sashes of which 
are operated from the floor by a me 
ehanical device, insuring perfect ven- 
tilation and light. Tlie drill hall ant 
administration roofs tire covered w ill 
heavy slag. 


On"Ihe Hist floor of the administra- 


tion building is the sally port, 
01 


hallway; officers' rooms, locker room, 
quartermaster's 
room, non-commis- 


sioned officers' room and ticket office. 
The second floor contains the com- 
pany club room and library. 
In the 


basement is a large toilet 'and bath 
room, dining room, kitchen, baggagi 
room, a space for tbiee KO-foot rilli 
ranges and two bowling alleys. 
Al_ 


exterior and interior wails in'the firs! 
and second floors of the front building 
will !>e lined w ith iight gray or bull 
31'ick ; and all doors and windows oc- 
curring in light brick walls wil 
have border or trim around them of 
red stretcher brick. 


The floors of the sally port and tin 


x)ilet rooms will be laid with hexa- 
5011 red Moravian tile, and the sally- 
port, officers' room and men's cliil 
"oom will have beamed ceilings. In 
.be club room will be a large concrete 
ire place faced with Moravian tiles 
ind having a Moravian tile hearth. 
Sixty feet lockers of the best pattern 
will be placed in the locker room. 


It-in shelves and drawers are pro- 


vided ill the quartermaster's room. 


The drill ball of Hie new armory 


will provide by far the largest unob- 
structed floor in Doylcstown. It will 
be 82x57 feet. The roof w i l l be sup- 
ported by arched trusses of structural 
steel rising from the lloor. Over the 
front end of the drill hall will be sus- 
pended a large semi-circntar galler. 
itjached from the second floor of ti 
administration building. Under the 
entire drill hall will be a basement 
with a first cla-ss granolithic floor. 


Steam heat is used throughout the 


building, and a separate heater is pro- 
vided for furnishing 
,vnter for the 


shower bath and othir toilet appli- 
ances. The heating SA.stem is so in- 
stalled that the drill hall can be 
closed off when not in use, thereby 
making.an economical heating ar- 
rangement.
